SELECTMEN'S  EEPORT 


To  the  Tax  Payers  of  the  Town  of  Chester : 

Your  Selectmen  desire  to  present  a  brief  statement  or  re- 
port of  their  work  for  the  year  ending  January  30,  1937. 
We  would  like  to  call  to  your  attention  that  while  we  desire 
as  much  as  any  one  to  see  the  lowest  possible  tax  rate,  yet 
you  should  consider  that  in  Chester  there  is  each  year  an  in- 
creasing depreciation  of  property  values  especially  in  stand- 
ing wood  and  timber.  During  the  past  year  much  property 
of  this  kind  has  been  disposed  of  and  after  any  tract  has  been 
cut  off  it  requires  many  years  for  anything  of  much  value 
to  grow.  It  is  gratifying  to  notice  during  the  year  many  of 
our  people  have  imj)roved  the  buildings  by  making  minor  re- 
pairs and  painting;  while  this  does  not  serve  as  any  reason 
for  increasing  valuations  for  taxable  purpose  yet  it  does  help 
to  preserve  their  present  value. 

We  are  attempting  in  this  year's  annual  report  to  give  you 
a  more  detailed  account  of  how  your  tax  dollars  are  used  for 
the  administration  of  the  town's  business  in  the  several  div- 
isions and  we  hope  it  meets  with  your  approval.  As  you  know 
the  largest  portion  of  our  money  is  devoted  to  roads  and 
schools  but  there  are  several  other  objects  calling  for  smaller 
amounts  and  taken  all  together  make  up  quite  a  substantial 
sum.  There  are  always  sure  to  be  some  demands  for  expendi- 
ture that  are  unexpected  yet  have  to  be  met.  At  the  last 
town  meeting  it  was  voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  monev 
for  construction  of  the  Sandown  road  so  there  was  no  money 
borrowed  for  that  and  in  consequence  the  town's  debt  was  re- 
duced by  $1,000.00. 

At  our  last  town  meeting  the  amount  of  money  raised  for 
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town  maintenance  of  highways  was  $1,500.00  while  we  should 
have  raised  according  to  State  requirements  1/4  of  one  per 
cent  of  our  ratable  valuation.  Previously  we  have  raised 
$3,000.00  for  town  roads  so  when  the  flood  of  last  spring 
caused  an  extra  expense  of  $587.00  we  having  been  cut  $500.00 
from  the  usual  amount  left  us  wondering  how  the  regular 
expense  for  caring  of  the  roads  could  be  met.  As  there  has 
been  no  excessive  snow  bills  we  came  through  fairly  well  but 
of  course  there  was  not  much  that  could  be  done  in  improving 
the  roads  as  very  little  money  was  available. 

This  year  we  have  had  less  cases  on  relief  than  last  year 
and  the  amount  expended  was  $810.34  less;  yet  during  the 
year  we  received  only  $175.16  from  the  state  and  there  is  no 
information  at  this  time  of  writing  as  to  what  may  be  ex- 
pected during  the  year  ensuing.  We  have  had  several  em- 
ployed on  W.P.A.  projects  in  nearby  towns  which  has  been 
much  help  to  all.  As  we  locally  can  not  furnish  from  our  re- 
lief rolls  a  sufl'icient  number  of  men  who  can  qualify  for  this 
federal  work  and  thereby  acquire  a  project  of  our  own  we  are 
appreciative  of  what  has  been  done  for  Chester  through  this 
out  of  town  work.  We  are  asking  for  $1,200.00  this  year  as 
we  are  not  sure  what  the  state  will  do  following  June  as  the 
present  relief  law  goes  out  of  existence  at  that  time. 

(There  was  an  emergency  case  in  our  town  this  last  year 
that  called  for  a  substantial  sum  of  money  or  a  much  larger 
saving  could  have  been  effected.) 

Just  a  word  about  our  Halls :  as  3^ou  note  $883.59  was  the 
cost  charged  against  the  halls  but  this  was  the  year  when  it 
was  necessary  to  renew  the  insurance  of  both  buildings  and 
cost  $312.40  deducted  from  the  whole  amount  making  the 
regular  maintenance  $571.19.  There  is  no  building  in  town 
that  serves  so  many  interests  for  the  benefit  of  our  people 
which  is  shown  by  the  following.  During  the  year  the  Halls 
have  been  opened  for  use  168  times  serving  the  various  or- 
ganizations, Library  and  town  officers ;  there  were  39  occas- 
ions on  which   rent  was   collected.      We  have   improved  the 
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lights  in  the  dining  room  and  purchased  a  range  for  the 
kitchen.  We  found  the  old  range  unsafe  it  being  a  fire  haz- 
ard. We  also  were  required  to  have  the  furnace  welded  as  it 
was  defective  beyond  use.  We  feel  these  buildings  should 
be  kept  in  reasonably  good  repair  so  we  recommend  repaint- 
ing the  exterior  at  the  same  time  making  minor  repairs  inci- 
dent to  painting. 

At  our  last  meeting  we  voted  $500.00  for  the  Fire  Depart- 
ment and  it  was  expected  this  amount  would  finish  the  fire 
house  and  purchase  a  truck  that  could  be  used  to  carry  a  part 
of  the  fire  hose  but  it  required  more  than  was  estimated  to 
complete  the  house  and  there  was  not  enough  money  left  to 
buy  the  needed  outfit.  ISFow  that  the  building  is  completed 
the  department  is  asking  for  money  with  which  to  get  the 
truck,  also  provide  for  the  regular  expenses  of  the  depart- 
ment.   It  is  estimated  that  $500.00  will  be  required. 

The  fire  department  is  well  organized  and  is  a  credit  to  our 
town  and  their  performance  merits  our  hearty  support.  We 
were  called  upon  to  appoint  a  new  chief  owing  to  the  resigna- 
tion of  George  Eand  who  has  rendered  valuable  service  to 
the  department.  Victor  B.  Spollett  is  the  new  chief  and  we 
believe  he  will  be  able  to  devote  much  interest  and  ably  man- 
age this  department.  The  department  is  very  grateful  for  a 
gift  from  the  town  of  Sandown  of  $75.00. 

In  concluding  may  we  suggest  that  everyone  acquaint  them- 
selves with  the  town's  business  that  we  may  act  with  pru- 
dence and  sane  economy  at  the  coming  town  meeting.

EEPOET  OF  THE  SUPEEINTENDENT 


The  Chester  School  Board : 

The  schools  of  this  town  are  now  well  organized  under  the 
four-teacher  plan  which  had  to  be  adopted.  The  increased 
cost  of  High  School  tuition  in  the  past  three  years  has  been 
almost  $1000.  This  is  evidence  of  either  increased  popula- 
tion or  an  increase  in  the  percent  of  pupils  who  desire  a  high 
school  education;  in  either  case  it  is  a  fortunate  circum- 
stance, and  well  worth  the  added  expense. 

There  is,  however,  a  very  definite  problem  involved  in  this 
and  possible  future  enlargement  of  pupil  enrollment,  because 
when  the  State  Department  of  Education  approved  the  plans 
for  remodeling  the  primary  building  it  accepted  the  present 
rooms  only  for  about  25  pupils  per  room;  but  in  September, 
1936  it  was  found  that  the  first  six  grades  required  room  for 
about  64  pupils.  This  possibility  was  provided  for  in  the 
plan  by  a  temporary  partition  between  the  two  rooms  such 
that  its  removal  will  leave  a  42  pupil  room  and  a  broad  hall- 
way in  what  was  the  original  building.  An  addition  of  a 
similar  room  on  the  end  toward  the  street  can  then  convert 
the  present  structure  into  a  modern  school  house  with  two 
standard  sized  rooms  capable  of  accommodating  80  to  90 
pupils. 

In  a  conference  with  the  Commissioner  of  Education  an 
agreement  was  reached  by  which  the  present  number  may  be 
carried  another  year  but  only  on  the  assumption  that  the 
Chester  School  District  takes  action  looking  toward  addi- 
tional school  room  facilities  before  the  school  year  1938-1939 
if  the  congested  condition  of  this  current-year  is  continued 
in  1937-1938. 

High  School  enrollment  has  increased  and  there  is  every 
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indication  that  this  will  continue.  State  Aid  will  be  less  next 
year;  these  items  more  than  account  for  the  increase  in  tax- 
levy  this  year.
